Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Page 9, line 9, "24" should be changed to "23". 

b. Page 9, line 14, "is rigid and composed of material" should be changed to "is 
composed of rigid material" (see page 9, line 9 for example). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, & 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hincks. 
Hincks discloses a bumper (tack) comprising: a thickened pad (C) having a flat bottom; 

an elongated shaft (B) having a distal end providing a wedge and an opposite end having a 
retention head (A); and said head embedded in said pad with said shaft outwardly projecting 
from said pad. In regards to claims 2 & 6, said pad is dome-shaped with a flat circular 
underside; said shaft projecting from said flat circular underside along a longitudinal axis of said 
pad; and said pad composed of a semi-rigid material (rubber) adapted to permit penetration by 
jagged edges. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 


4. Claims 3-5 & 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art does not show or make obvious Applicant's reinforcing ribs and identification disks.
